In arguing for a tax increase, 
the Johnson administration in ге- 
cent weeks has taken the position 
that it is needed as a signal to the 
world that the United States will 
fight inflation and will not go the 
way of Great Britain, which has 
devalued its money. 

Certainly the U. S. should be 
signaling to other responsible coun- 
tries that the dollar will be main- 
tained: at its present level. More 
importantly, people at home need 
to 55 reassured on this point. The 
U.S. government has a solemn duty 
to uphold the worth of the currency 
and not to destroy the value of sav- 
ings and other financial holdings. 

But what is the best way to 
signal this intention to people at 
home and abroad? Is a tax increase 
the best way? Thoughtful citizens 
may properly deny that a tax in- 
crease, without corresponding cuts 
in publie spending, is an adequate 
signal. 

The dollar is threatened for 
one reason, namely, because the U. 
S. government for a long period of 
years has been lending or giving: 
away more money that it earns in 
revenue. It has been pumping mon- 
ey into wasteful projects overseas 
& at home, It has been estimated, 
for example that over $100 billion 
has been spent on foreign aid since 
the end of World War II. The John- 
son administration, while allegedly 
concerned about the balance of pay 
ments, is continuing to support this 
kind of aid оп a tremendous scale. 
India, for instance is virtually fed 
by the United States, which sends 
vast quantities of wheat to that 
country. 

Yet this spending on free food 
to India has not done anything fun- 
damental to help the Indians save 
themselves. The Indians, caught up 
in А tragic mess of curious religion 
and equally curious economies, 
have wasted what has been loaned 
or given by the United States. In- 
d problems become more acute 
every month, 

At the same time, the leaders 
of the Great Society are insisting 
that the War on Poverty must be 
escaluated and that a vast finan- 
cial appeasement operation must be 
conducted for those who are in a 
mood to riot in the nation's cities. 
Influential liberals call for a dom- 
estic Marshall Plan that will in- 
volue the spending of more billions 
of rebuilding of urban "ghetto" 
areas at government expense. 


These expenditures, domestic , 


and foreign, are undermining the 
value of the American dollar. The 
reason is that they are non-produc- 
tive expenditures. Unlike money 
spent on building a new plant in the 
United States, the federal projects 
don't lead to any financial return 
for the American people. They con- 
stitute a form, of абаттан of this 
nation, whereby money is spent 
simply to keep the restless from 
commiting havoc. 

The United States cannot af- 
ford to pay this kind of tribute for- 
ever. Rich as.this nation is in ma- 
terial and human resources, its 


economy is not а” bottomless well. * 


Our society cannot get around ba- 
sie economic laws. In our lifetime, 
we have seen the U. S. dollar de- 
valued through unwise federal 
spend'ng from 100 cents on the dol- 
lar to less than 50 cents. The grim 
prospect is that a more direct and 
speedy form of devaluation may be 
requiréd unless immediate action 
is taken to bring spending in line 
with the nation's income. 

The burden of defense is an 
immense one, Yet the Congress can, 
not get rid of this burden at a time 
wheh the enemies of freedom and 
the capitalist system are warring 
against the U. S. Thus the. United 
States has fixed expenditures in the 
defense area that are inescapable. 
Reduction in publie costs, designed 
to bolster domestic and foreign ^n 
fidence in the dollar, has to come 
out of the innumerab!e non-essen- 
tial spending items that have been 
added to the budget during the 
Kennedy and Johnson administra- 
tions. 

We have seen the result of con- 
tinuous spending of more than is 
received — as has been the case 
in the United States Гоу 32 of the 
last 38 years — іп two formerly 
great nations of the world in re- 
vent years. One of these nations, 
France, accepted а dictatorship. 
The other, Great Britain, accepted 
second — or third-rate ranking a- 
mong nations, with still a very un-

unnoticed by the world. A few shepherds, told 
of the event by rejoicing ang visited the 
Babe who was lying in a manger. The wise 


men came a little later and found Jesus, with 
Mary His mother, in a house. But not many paid 
any attention to Him.

Surely the most'unwise man in Bethlehem 
on the night of Jesus' birth was the inn-keeper 
who told Joseph that there was no room in the 
inn for him and his wife. 

How could he have known that Mary was 
about to give birth to the One Who would be- 
come King of Kings? Perhaps, if he had known 
he would have found room for the guests whom 
he turned away from the comfort of his lodging 
house.

What other, food commo- 
dity can you purchase now, 
that is one-half the price it 
was 20 years ago? 

Yet, 1 consider it paradoxi- 
cal that, while the consumer 
reaps the benefits from an in- 
dustry which has spent mil. 
lions to modernize, to protect 
the public’s health and welfare 
and to offer quality products 
at bargain-basement prices, 
the producers of that industry 
should be made to suffer eco- 
nomically 

One could almost say. and 
quite fairly, that the Florida 
producer of broilers and eggs 
is subsidizing the consumer. 

Like any other businessman, 
the commercial egg and poul 
try producer is in business to 
make a fair return on his in: 
vestment 

But, soaring prices for land, 
labor, and feed combined with 
high interest rates to run 
operation are placing many 
dividual poultr 
red. 
The egg prod

Florida poultrymen export 
more than 10 million chicks 
and 2.5 million dozens of eggs 
eich year. to other markets. 
where these products are sold

Once these products are de- 
livered to processors, on the 
slate level, their disposition is 
out of the hands of the pro- 
ducer, who can only hope that 
market prices hold up and that 
he will receive a fair return 
for his products 


The Florida egg and poul- 
иу producer is by no means 
alone in his plight, for other 
Florida industries (citrus, for 
example) also are faced with 
problems of an abundance of 
production and sagging prices. 

The beautiful climate of our 
state and the everwidening 
trend of greater commerciali- 
zation of these industries have 
produced many of the dilem- 
nas facing Florida agricultural 
industries, 

Like their contemporaries 
in other agricultural industries, 
Florida poultrymen are earn- 
estly seeking realistic solutions 
to their problems. 

One of these is а sounder 
method for expansion. The in- 
dustry, which anticipates а ге- 
cord production of 9.5 mil- 
lion laying hens by early 1968 
(up from the 9,380,000 as of 
Oct. 1), wants to be certain 
it has a market for its chicks 
when hatched and for its eggs, 
before it proceeds with furth- 
er expansion of production. 

In the past, the industry has 
tended to increase production, 
without sufficient assurance of 
profitable marketing. 

Too, the average producer 
now realizes that in order to 
successfully market his pro- 
the industry must seek 

in а cooperative mar- 
effort; that individual 
s must stand together 
and work more closely in the 
птепі of their common 
als 
The industry has taken a 
tentative step toward a united 
arketing effort and there has 
been some suggestion within 
the ranks of the Florida Poul- 
try Federation of appointing a 
Federation committee to study 
the feasibility of requesting a 
federal marketing order or a- 
greement for eggs. 

This would have to be a na- 
tional agreement and опе 
which would be unique in the 
history of the nation's poultry 
industry.

Taxes Are 
Yielding More 
Profits Now 


Florida's intake from the 
collection of sales and use 
taxes reached $24,282,249 dur- 
ing November, up 7.5% above 
collections for the same month 
in 1966, Comptroller Fred O. 
(Bud) Dickinson, Jr. report- 
ed today. 

In addition, Dickinson re- 
ported that revenue from the 
three per cent tax has brought 
more than $123 million to the 
state in the first five months 
of the fiscal year, and 8% 
hike over revenue for the 
same period last year. 

Dickinson likewise indicat- 
ed that two related sources of 
revenue, the 5% — wholesale 
sporting goods tax and the gaso 
line tax, "are experiencing vig- 
orous growth." 

Profit shown by the sport- 
ing goods tax has risen 28.3% 
in the first five months over 
collections for a similar per- 
iod one year ago, while gaso- 
line tax profit bas increased 
5.896 significantly bolstering 
the state bank balance.

Advertising 


The retail trade boom of 
1967 will soar into 1968, ex- 
tensions of private and govern- 
ment economists indicate. 

Expectations of more busi- 
ness should be a prime factor 
in the planning of advertising 
budgets for the new year. The 
retailer who does not antici- 
pate progress when allocating 
funds for advertising is likely 
to fall behind more dynamic 
competitors. 

The first essential of effec- 
tive advertising is a carefully 
planned budget. Too many re- 
tailers arbitrarily set aside a 
fixed sum from year to year to 
be spent haphazardly, without 
regard to seasonal demand or 
the effectiveness of various ad- 
vertising media. 

Poorly -planned advertising 
may result in a shortage of 
funds when advertising is 
needed most. It may result in 
inconsistent and ineffective 
advertising. It may result in 
the expenditure of advertising 
funds for donations which do 
not contribute to sales 

Sloppy planning of advertis 
ing. ог по planning at all. re- 
flects a belief in a static econ- 
‘omic situation, However, the 
refailer cannot live on a pla- 
teau. When consumer-demand 
moves, the seller must also 
move or fall behind. 

A good advertising budget 
uses past records as a muide 
only for evaluating anticipa- 
tions of growth. It carefully 
spreads expenditures to reach 
the consumer during periods 
of peak demand. It firmly re- 
stricts advertising funds to lee- 
itimate advertising. Without re- 
gard to sentiment and pres- 
sure, the good advertising büd- 
get insures that the most effi- 


cient advertising media are us- 
ed.
